OPINION OF THE UNITED STATES 
ATTORNEY-GENERAL. 


H y d rau lic Mining M ust G o—C on­ 
gress H as P ow er to 
Intervene. 


[SPECIAL by TELEGRAPH to t h e blcobd-c s io n . 


W a s h in g to n , June 19th.—Attorney-Gen­ 
eral Garland to-day submitted to the Sen­ 
ate Committee on Commerce his opinion 
in regard to the intervention of the General 
Government for the protection of the navi­ 
gation of the Sacramento and San Joaquin 
rivers from impairment by the discharge of 
hydraulic mining debris, líe says : “ The 
Constitution gives to Congress power to 
REGULATE COMMERCE 
As subsisting. The right of this regulating 
power is not confined to the subject of traf­ 
fic, but extends to Hie channels through 
which traffic is carried, and therefore em­ 
braces the jurisdiction of Congress over the 
navigable waters of the country, ail things 
appertaining to them as highways of trade 
and intercourse, and especially as to what­ 
ever affects navigation. Congress controls 
the building of bridges over the navigable 
streams, establishes light-liouses and pre­ 
scribes regulations to govern vesseis, and 
adopts measures for the improvement of 
navigation, even to the extent of 
CHANGING THE CHANNELS 
Of rivers forsuch and like purposes. These 
waters are the public property of the na­ 
tion, and subject to all requisite legislation 
by Congress. This power to regulate was 
conferred on Congress only, the State hav­ 
ing abdicated all control over commerce. 
A high and imperative duty was tints laid 
upon the National Government to protect 
and encourage it. The effect of this on 
navigable waters is to establish litem as 
highways, open to the free and unrestricted 
use of all persons engaged in foreign or 
interstate commerce.” The Attorney-Gen­ 
eral continues at length this line of argu­ 
ment to show the 
CNDOUBTEP RIGHT 
Of Congress to legislate on all matters ap­ 
pertaining to the interests of commerce 
He says the papers submitted to him fur­ 
nish convincing evidence that the naviga­ 
tion of the Sacramento and San Joaquin 
rivers and their tributaries have been seri­ 
ously impaired, and in some places de­ 
stroyed, and that there is threatened their 
complete destruction, by the washings 
from the mines worked by the hydraulic 
process, the evil extending to Suisun and 
San Pablo Bays, and even to the great Bay 
of San Francisco, the navy yard at Mare 
Island and other Government works, 
which must be seriously damaged if hy­ 
draulic mining, as now conducted, is al­ 
lowed to continue. Although the rivers 
named lie wholly within the State of Cali­ 
fornia, they communicate directly with, 
and are navigable from the sea, and conse­ 
quently are 
HIGHWAYS 
For interstate and foreigu commerce, and 
fall clearly within the jurisdiction oi Con­ 
gress. It cannot be doubted that the fill­ 
ing of the channels of these great high­ 
ways of commerce is a public nuisance, 
stupendous in extent and injury, and 
loudly calls for interferences and restrain­ 
ing power. Can that restraining power be 
exerted by the Government of the United 
States without additional legislation ? there 
being no provision in the criminal legisla­ 
tion of Congress making it an offense to 
obstruct navigation. There is no remedy 
under the present law by indictment, as a 
thing cannot be offense against the United 
States, except it has been declared such by 
Act of Congress. Another means of reme­ 
dy is through the United States Courts 
BY INFORMATION 
Filed, and suit brought by the Attorney- 
General. The Supreme Court has recog­ 
nized the fact that a Court of Equity may 
take jurisdiction in cases of public nuisance 
by that process. The subject of the proper 
form and remedy against nuisances affect­ 
ing the United States came before Attor­ 
ney-General Cushing in the matter of the 
Waukegan breakwater, and the conclusion 
was then reached by him that it was 
the undeniable law of the land that 
the 
Attorney-General 
has authority, 
when occasion requires for the abatement 
of public nuisance to navigable waters, to 
file a bill of information therefor, and ask 
a bill of injunction in a proper Court of 
the United States. The Attorney-General 
concludes: “ I am not called upon to con­ 
sider the effect of any action of the State of 
California authorizing the injurious use of 
the above-named rivers as receptacles for 
debris produced by 
HYDRAULIC MINING, 
Supposing such actions could have any 
possible validity in view of the express 
conditions on which the State was admit­ 
ted into the Union, viz : That all navigable 
waters within said State shall be common 
highways and forever free, as well to in­ 
habitants of said State as to citizens of the 
United States, without any tax, duty or im­ 
post therefor. No one pretends that the 
State has in express terms given any 
authority for the 
INJURIOUS USE OF THESE RIVERS, 
And the argument that such authority for 
the injurious use of these rivers, and the 
argument that such authority may be col­ 
lected by implication from the legislation 
of the State or the United States, or 
both together, has been completely met 
and 
overthrown 
by 
tho 
learned 
Circuit Judge of the Ninth Circuit, in his 
opinion in the important case of Woodruff 
vs. the North Bloomfield Gravel Mining 
Company, in which the facts now before 
me were held to constitute a public nui­ 
sance that might be properly enjoined, on 
a bill filed by a private person specially 
aggrieved. Looking, then, at the question 
submitted in reason and authority, I can­ 
not entertain a doubt that the evil com­ 
plained of is leveled at 
A GREAT NATIONAL BIGOT 
Which is placed by the Constitution under 
the peculiar protection of the United States ; 
that it is a case specially calling for the 
interposition and restraining arm of equity, 
there being entire absence of any ordinary 
remedy at law by indictment, and that it is 
the duty of the United States to take 
prompt action, either by information in 
chancery or by legislation, making it penal 
to obstruct or impair the navigation of any 
waters under the jurisdiction of the United 
States. In view of the urgency and im­ 
portance of the subject. I take leave to 
recommend that it be brought to the atten­ 
tion of Congress at the present session.” 
A communication from Secretary Endi- 
cott calls attention to the suggestion of the 
Attorney-General, that 
PROMPT ACTION 
Be taken, either by information in chan­ 
cery, or by legislation. The Secretary 
agrees with the Attorney-General, that 


legislation is demanded, and recommends j 
that these obstructions be made indictable 
offenses, with suitable penalties, and also 
that some provision be made for bringing 
bilis in equity in the name of the United 
States, with stringent provisions for the 
enforcement of the decrees. 
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The Irish Riots. 
B e l f a s t , June 10th.—The people have 
been wrought to a state of great excitement 
by the riotous demonstrations of Orange­ 
men during the past two days. All work is 
stopped, stores are closed, and many resi­ 
dences are closed and barricaded. Mobs are 
in every street and prepared for further 
deeds of violence. Orangemen are greatly- 
incensed at the constabulary for firing upon 
them and threaten to sack their barracks. 
Detachments of soldiers and police from 
Dublin and other cities are being forwarded 
to Beltast to assist the authorities in restor­ 
ing order. At midnight a mob of Orange­ 
men raided a public house kept by a Cath­ 
olic named O’Hara, and after sacking it set 
it on fire. The police charged the rioters a 
dozen times with bayonets, but each time 
were forced back by a volley of stones. The 
police were finally forced to take refuge in 
the barracks, where they fired upon the 
mob from the second-story windows. The 
mob, however, held their ground twenty 
minutes longer, although the firing of the 
police was heavy and incessant. Scores of 
rioters were wounded. It is known posi­ 
tively that six men and two women were 
killeÜ. A great many of the wounded per­ 
sons were carried away by their friends, 
and whether tfreir injuries are fatal is not 
known. Twenty rioters who received bul­ 
let wounds are lying in one infirmary. A 
large number oi Orangemen who took part 
in the riot were arrested to-day. An in­ 
quest on the bodies of those killed will be 
opened this afternoon. 
Four of the rioters who were wounded by 
tlie police in yesterday’s riots died to-day. 
Four others are dying. 
The Orangemen are making large pur­ 
chases of arms, and are declaring that they 
will have revenge upon the police. 
At a meeting of Protestants living on 
Shark Hill road, resolutions denouncing 
the action of the police from outlaying dis­ 
tricts, who had come to Belfast and had 
attacked peaceful citizens, and demanding 
their withdrawal, were adopted. The num­ 
ber of policemen on duty in Belfast at 3 
o’clock this afternoon was 1,300. A num­ 
ber ot troops from Newry have also arrived 
to assist the police in maintaining order. 
The magistrate has ordered all taverns in 
the cityr to be closed to-night. No mobs 
are to be allowed to congregate in the 
streets. 
FURTHER DISORDER. 
B elfa st, June 10th.—The people at the 
Shankhill road meeting to-day attacked 
the police. The military were summoned 
anti the crowd was dispersed. It is now- 
stated that the meeting was summoned to 
denounce the police, and also all other per­ 
sons, for attacking the houses and property 
of peaceable people, and to urge upon citi­ 
zens their duty to do the most in their 
power to bring the disturbers of the peace 
to justice, irrespective of creed or party. 
The meeting appointed a deputation to ask 
the Mayor of Belfast for the names of the 
officers in charge of the Shankhill police 
barracks yesterday evening. 
G r. m.—The ont-of-town police have 
been withdrawn from the streets of the 
city, in consequence of the hostility mani­ 
fested toward them by the Orangemen. 
Soldiers have been told tiff to take the places 
of these officers, and to assist the city 
police in case they should need help to­ 
night. 
A FUNERAL UNDER DIFFICULTIES. 
B e l f a s t , June 10th.—The funeral of 
Charles Gallagher, the Orangeman who 
was shot and killed during the riot at 
Lurgan on Wednesday, took place to-day. 
The funeral procession was protected by 
100 soldiers and 200 policemen. A mob of 
Catholics jeered the mourners aud threat­ 
ened to stop the hearse, but the police heid 
them. 
WOMEN TAKING A HAND. 
The political excitement is leading to 
dangerous quarrels among the women in 
the factories at Lurgan. At one factory the 
Protestant families have struck work, de­ 
manding the dismissal of the Catholics. 
RENEWED RIOTING. 
Rioting was renewed to-niglit. An in­ 
furiated mob held possession of the streets, 
and wrecked and pillaged the taverns. The 
police were compelled to fire buckshot into 
the mob, but so far as known no one was 
fatally wounded. Many of the police were 
injured by stones. The appeals of the 
clergy to the rioters to disperse were futile. 
Eventually the troops cleared the streets. 
English Politics—Parliam ent to be Dis­ 
solved. 
London. June 10th.—In the House of 
Commons, this afternoon, Gladstone, who 
wa3 loudly cheered on rising, said that, in 
consequence of the rejection of the home 
rule bill, he had advised the Queen to dis­ 
solve Parliament without delay. Her 
Majesty had graciously assented to this, 
and be would, therefore, ask that the 
House wind up the business of the session 
at the quickest possible moment. The 
Premier's statement was received with 
cheers. 
Bavaria's Mad King. 
MuNicn, June 10th.—The physicians ap­ 
pointed to examine the mental condition 
of King Ludwig have reported that his 
malady incapacitates him from governing 
properly. In consequence of this, Prince 
Luitpold, uncle to the King, has issued a 
proclamation, countersigned by the Minis­ 
ters. in which he assumes the Regency, 
and summons the Bavarian Diet to meet 
on the 15th instant. 
Count Hol­ 
stein, who was instructed 
by the 
Ministry to wdit upon 
the 
King 
and ask him to authoriíe the appointment 
of a Regency Council, was arrested, by or­ 
der of the King, when lieentered the castle 
of Hohenschwangan. The King also gave 
orders that a guard- of gendarmes be 
placed around the castle. The issue of an 
order by the Regent to release Count Hol­ 
stein, and to surrender the castle to the 
State Commission, is hourly expected.

The W orld's G reat Canals.—The Im­ 
perial Cana! of China is over 1,000 miles 
long. In the year 1861 was completed the 
freatest undertaking of the kind on the 
luropean continent, the canal of Langne- 
doc, or C'anal du Nida, to connect the At­ 
lantic with the Mediterranean. Its length 
is 148 miles; it has more than 100 locks and 
and about 50 aqueducts, and its highest 
part is no less than 600 feet above the level 
of the sea; it is navigable for vessels of up­ 
wards of GOO tons. The largest ship canal 
in Europe is the great North Hoi lana canal, 
completed in 1825. It is 125 feet wide at 
the water surface, 31 feet wide at the bot­ 
tom, and has a depth of 20 feet; it extends 
from Amsterdam to Helder, 51 miles. The 
Caledonia canal, in Scotland, has a total 
length of GO miles, including three lakes. 
The Suez canal is 88 miles long, of which 
00 miles are actual canal. The Erie canal 
is 350} miles long; the Ohio canal, Cleve­ 
land to Portsmouth, 332; the Miama and 
Erie, Cincinnati to Toledo, 391; the Wabash 
and Erie, Evansville to the Ohio line, 374. 


Tlte Derrick Saved llim —A Los Angeles 
Yarn. 
Los Angeles, June 10th.—The oil well 
on the Puente ranch, twenty railes east of 
this city, recently bored, had been produc­ 
ing 50 barrels a day. Yesterday the borers, 
in sinking the well to a lower depth, struck 
a new stream of immense strength, which 
threw the apparatus out of the hole with 
great violence, hurling a man GO feet in the 
air, who barely escaped with his life, catch­ 
ing on the top of the derrick, thereby sav­ 
ing a heavy tail.

H ere we have Colonel Stuart M 
Tavlor. a Federal officeholder in SanFian- 
cisco, a prom inent Democrat, and a man of 
known probity and tried integrity, stand 
ing up in a Democratic m eeting in San 
Francisco, W ednesday night, and scoria; 
bossism as never a journal in the land Has 
dared to do. 
Taylor, who is a power in 
his party, singled out Bueklev, a prom i­ 
nent boss in the Democracy, and said: 
In the interest of his fellon-citizens, taxpayers 
and non-taxpayers, he stood up there fear­ 
lessly and in the interest of common right, 
common justice and common decency to expose 
the villainous system which )K>!lutcd' the politi­ 
cal system. 
He stood there to denounce the 
contemptible creature and his contemptible 
gang who are trading on the corruption of po­ 
litical office. When a pirate attacked a ship it 
was the duty of every other ship cruidug with 
it to aid and assist until the piratical m arauders 
were hnstied into the deep. He was there not 
to deliver an oration or indulge in rhetoric or 
figures of speech; he was there simply to give 
them some facts and figures. He would reau to 
them affidavits made bv honest men in the in­ 
terest of honesty and truth which would dis­ 
close a state of things in their m idst which 
would make each individual hniron tlieirheads 
stand on end. 
He would startle the public with 
some facts and figures which would, he be­ 
lieved, be telegraphed to the President of the 
United States, to show how this vile creature 
and his gang had crushed out the Democratic 
vote In this State at the last Presidential elec­ 
tion. He was there to tell the facts, to reveal 
the truth—the pitiless truth—and when lie had 
done so he thought that few would gainsay him 
when he said that the time had arrived when 
the system of bossism should tie effectually 
stamiied out from their midst.

to the public in order to shield them from 
the w rath of the boss whom he frequently 
denounced as an “ unconvicted felon.” 
In 
concluding he said : 
1 respect a man who makes his monev iu 
legitimate business, but I loathe worse than a 
hooded snake the man who m akes riches from 
the blood-money of men who are callable of 
tilling offices and from whose wages this vam- 
jiire exacts toil. Such men ought to be driven 
homeless and rootless tieyond our Holden Gate. 
To what are we coming in polities if justice is 
to be polluted, our rights invaded, («litios de­ 
bauched by men and methods such as these 
Do they not appal! you to think of them, to con­ 
tem plate them? I can hardly believe I live in 
free America when I recount these facts. 
Kx-.Iudge I erra I followed in a sim ilar 
strain, though less im portance is to he at­ 
tached to his arraignm ent of bosses. 
He, 
however, declared that unless bossism lets 
go of San Francisco, a vigilaflee committee 
m ight be expected to rise up and inaugu­ 
rate a bloody reform. 
All this occurs, 
w ithin Democratic lines, and may prove 
frtutlul of 
Republican victory in San 
Francisco. 
B ut it has an importance 
reaching beyond party concern. It be­ 
comes the business of all citizens when the 
party charged is in control of auy part of 
government m achinery. 
It therefore be 
hooves citizens to consider whatever there 
is of verity in all this. 
Taylor is a man 
of troth. 
H e is not open to the charge of 
exaggeration, or of trum ping tip charges 
lor effect. 
He evidently believes w hat he 
says, and belief w ith so capable and bold a 
public man as lie is not a m atter of sud­ 
denness. 
If m unicipal and State polities 
are controlled to as vile ends as these men 
named charge against 
the losses— not 
open-handed, chivalrie leaders, hut selling 
and trading bosses— if these masters con­ 
trol afli irs as is charged, there has come 
the tim e when reform m ust he worked, and 
th at right speedily. 
I f this control is as 
absolute as is alleged by Taylor and Ferral 
in their party, which dom inates San F ran­ 
cisco and the State, then a democratic 
form of government is at an end practical­ 
ly, and can only be restored by partisans 
taking back the control of party Lntc their 
own hands. 
The simple question am! the 
only one is, will they do it ? 


rsv-jit will so interfere. 
T h a t it so intends 
Is seen by the decision of the law- officer of 
the Governm ent, and by th e action of one 
House of Congress in passing a hill pro­ 
viding for the interference asked, and de­ 
claring it to l>c a public offense to clog tlie 
rivers w ith debris and slickens. 
W e jm blish elsewhere the decision of 
the A ttorney-G eneral of th e U nited States 
in ful!. 
In brief it is: 
T he navigable 
rivers are public highw ays; 
Congress 
alone has th e power to regulate com­ 
merce ; th at m eans not only to permit use 
of the stream s for free traffic hv all peo­ 
ple, but carries w ith it the sacred d uty of 
keeping such 
stream s open and unob­ 
structed ; whoever obstructs a navigable 
stream commits a public nuisance. 
B ut 
Congress not having m ade this act a ¡>enal 
offense, th e remedy is now by inform ation 
in a Court of equity, praying for an in­ 
junction, and the law officer of the Gov­ 
ernm ent may-file this bill. 
I t cannot be 
said th at by im plication from Star*' action 
or non-action or action or non-action by 
the U nited States regarding m ining, that 
the rig h t has vested in any one to use the 
navigable stream s as sluice-wnys for m in­ 
ing or other debris. 
Bui the fact is, th at 
hydraulic m ining debris is injuring and 
threatening to destroy the Sacramento and 
San .Joaquin rivers, and menaces Suisun, 
San Pablo and San Franuisco bays. Congress 
should therefore m ake the commission of 
the nuisance a penal offense, and provide 
for its punishm ent as such. 
Secretary Eu- 
dieott transm its this -opinion to Congress, 
indorses it, and advises the immediate en­ 
actm ent of the necessary law. 
W hoever followed th e long debate of 
last year relative to “ G overnm ent inter­ 
ference,” will remember th at one side held 
that we ought to ask nothing, at least ex- 
peet nothing from the Federal Government! 
until the State, or the valley people, had 
stopped hydraulic m ining. The other side 
held th at there was hope of Government 
interference irrespective of the attainm ent 
of the end insisted ujton ; th at the rivers 
were a sacred trust iu the Government, 
and it was in duty bound to interfere to pre­ 
vent th e obliteration of the subject and 
object of the tru s t; th at the people eoidd 
only stop hydraulic m ining liy the long 
and tedious process of litigation, entailing 
endless expense » tax -p ay ers; that while 
litigation went on, so should the demand 
for Federal interference. 
In tim e both 
sides in the valley fell into this view, and 
the result was such petitioning and memor- 
alizing that a bill was introduced into 
Congress declaring interference and put­ 
ting a penal injunction on the nuisance. 
Now comes both the Law and the E x ­ 
ecutive Departm ents, and while saying 
that by bill in eq u ity the Governm ent 
may and should interfere, Congress ought 
also to pass the penal bill. 
T hat it will 
do so there can now lie no doubt w hatever.

It was for governmental 
interference th at the JtecoRD-UlftON so 
long pleaded. 
It has been .decided by the 
U nited States A ttorney-G eneral th at the 
Secretary of W ar could not bring an action 
to prevent the dum ping of debris into the 
navigable stream s; hut the sawie officer 
also decided th at information in chancery 
could be filed, or legislation had, to stop 
th e filling np of the California rivers by 
artificial processes. 
The people do not 
care a fig w hat departm ent takes action, 
nor ju st w hat legal m ethod is invoked, so 
long as governm ental interference in some 
form is m ade to stop th e destruction of the 
navigable stream s in tins State. It may 


now be taken as settled t?I»t the Govern* 


T m : report of the committee of the San 
Francisco Supervisors on the condition 
and m anagem ent of the House of Correc­ 
tion is a rem arkable document. 
The com­ 
m ittee recommend the instant abolishment 
of the institution. 
They say th at it is 
sim ply a means to the gain and ambition 
of political bosses, a political machine, 
not run in t he interests of the people, a 
source of crim e and offense, and altogether 
a shame and a disgrace. T his is the frankest 
confession, we have ever knoxvn’politicians 
to make, for it m ust he remembered th at 
this comm ittee is of the governing body 
th at manages this House of Correction. It 
amounts, therefore, to an admission of in­ 
competency. 
B ut it is true. 
No reform a­ 
tory institution of any kind w hatever can 
possibly be operated properly, w hen sub­ 
ject to political control. 
I t is a truism, 
th at a good Superintendent or W arden 
nni-4 lie given the power of appointing 
his subordinates. 
In the case in hand he 
is not perm itted to do this, and as a result 
the members of the Board of Supervisors 
parcel out the offices among th eir political 
friends and masters, and these hold them ­ 
selves independent of the W arden, and 
thus make his 
official station farcical. 
T his is one of the cases wherein divorce of 
m unicipal governm ent from party polities 
should be absolute. 
It ought to extend 
also to water, gas, school, asylum, street, 
sewer, and th e like m unicipal branches. 


T h e riots in Ireland seem to have bad 
no im m ediate cause, or anything of the 
appearance of excuse for their outbreak. 
They appear to have been the result of 
mere fury. 
T he rioters had no end to ac­ 
complish, except to exem plify the hatred 
of one religious sect for another. W ith the 
news thus far at hand it is not possible to 
pxss clearly on the m atter. 
The outbreak 
would appear to testify to the impossibility 
of reconciling the whole people of Ireland 
to any uniform system of government. 
T hat the outbreak will make friends for 
the anti-hom e rule party is not possible. It 
will probably have the contrary effect, and 
alienate from the opposition much of the 
conservative strength it has heretofore en­ 
joyed—the class th at was unfavorable to 
change, but which may now conclude that 
the liest thing to do is to give home rule 
to Ireland, and let the factions light it out. 


S an F rancisco has resolved to cele­ 
brate the nation’s birthday in a new way. 
The only parade is to be that of the m ili­ 
tary, and th e line of march is to he so 
short as not to wear out the endurance of 
the men and prevent them from enjoying 
the holiday. W hat would have been spent 
in fancifully-decorated cars and a civic 
parade, is to lie used to hold popular free 
concerts and entertainm ents in many of 
the parks of th e city. 
T here is to lie dis­ 
plays of fireworks, and an assemblage of 
the people to listen to the reading of the 
Declaration, an oration, patriotic songs, 
etc. 
There are virtue in the scheme for so 
large a city.

W hile m any other papers have in­ 
sisted from the commencement-of the re­ 
cent anti-Chinese crusade, that the only 
proper plan of procedure was to procure a 
supply of reliable w hite help to take the 
place of the Chinese, before the bouncing 
business of the latter was entered upon, 
the editor of the Republican was so active 
and forcible in liis views to the contrary— 
so insisted upon “ moving upon the en­ 
em y’s works im m ediately.'1 that the Chi­ 
nese were driven out and Mr. McGlashan 
at once won the sobriquet of “ The Hero of 
Truckee.”

Surely, the sensible plan of procuring re­ 
liable white help before bouncing the Mon­ 
golians should now be adopted as the E x­ 
ecutive Committee’s policy, or else Mr. 
McGlashan should insist that the Republi­ 
can cease publishing such pertinent and 
dam aging remarks. 


C alifornia W ines. 
Charles A. W etmore, the Chief Executive 
Y iticultural Officer of the California ¡Mate 
Board of Viticulture, and F . I’ohndortf, 
were present at tlie m eeting of the council 
of the (Vine and Spirit Traders’ Society on 
the 10th inst. 
The m ain objects of Mr. W etm ore’s pres­ 
ence in the East were stated in our last 
issue. These were discussed by Mr. Wet- 
more and the council, and it was shown 
that the views of the society regarding the 
points at issue were practically tlie same as 
his. 
Mr. W etmore showed some exceedingly 
interesting samples of California wines. 
None of them were entirely free from the 
usual faults of these wines, but they showed 
a m arked improvem ent upon the sam ples 
that have hitherto been shown here, and it 
was generally agreed by tlie members of 
the council present that the products of 
California vineyards will soon prove them ­ 
selves formidable competitors to som e of 
the European vintages. 
T he samples were of young wines that 
are as yet produced in only very sm all 
quantities, but Mr. W etm ore inform s us 
that tiie State will very soon be able to 
produce a sufficient quantity of these grades 
to m ake a m ark upon the m arkets of the 
world. 
H e does not, however, look to 
foreign m arkets for a large consum ption, 
but expects to inculcate habits am ong onr 
people that will m ake the demand for 
drinkable wines quite large enough to cam - 
off tlie total production. There is am ple 
room for this, for if onr people drank as 
m uch per capita as is consum ed in the 
H erault, the present annual wine produc­ 
tion of the country would barely suffice for 
tw o day’s consum ption. 
Mr. W etm ore informed the Council that 
cuttings of vine would produce nearly the 
same wine wherever planted, and hence he 
expects in the course of a very few years to 
produce wines in California well tip to the 
better growths of the Gironde and the 
Rhc-ingau. 
H is rem arks were very interesting and 
instructive, and although we cannot en­ 
tirely agree with him in all his views, we 
think that the course he is pursuing is the 
best th at can be taken under the circum ­ 
stances. 
H is efforts cannot fail to result in 
doing an im m ense deal of good to the 
cause of American wines, and we assure 
him of our hearty support in liis efforts.

Im p ro v e m e n ts O rd ere d by tlie C oium is- , 
feioners. 
The Y osrtuite Valiev Commissioners held 
an im portant m eeting in the valley last j 
week. 
There were present Commissioners , 
Stoncman of Sacramento, Griffiths of Los 
Angeles, Madden, Mills and May of San 
Francisco. O'Brien of Stockton and Chap­ 
m an of Fresno. The architect and con­ 
tractor of the new hotel were invited to be 
present and attended the meeting. 
’ The Commissioners decided to complete 
as soon as possible the bridge across the 
Merced river to connect w ith the new A n­ 
derson trail on the north side. The object 
of this is to utilize au existing trail bv 
which Nevada and Vernal falls m ay be 
reached. 
It was also determ ined to "con­ 
struct a footpath from thelloor of the valley 
to a table of rock from which a view can be 
obtained of the upper and losver Yosemite 
falls. 
The saddle-tratn privileges, which have 
been for years granted to Kaufm an A K in­ 
ney, and the licenses o f guides were re­ 
newed. 
The books and accounts were exam ined 
by the Committee on Privileges, Complaints 
and Accounts, and were found to be cor­ 
rect. 
TIIE tr a il from glacier po in t. 
It was decided to complete the trail from 
Glacier Point, by Tu-Iu-la-we-ak, Nevada 
and Vernal falls to Snow’s Hotel as soon as 
possible. This will give a pleasant and 
easy trail along the rim of the valley from 
Glacier Point to Vernal and Nevada falls, 
where there is an easy descent from the 
high land into the valley. By this route 
the disagreeable descent from Glacier Point 
w ill be avoided, and there can he easily 
seen in one day what now requires two 
days of hard work. 
Tiie Commissioners exam ined the pro­ 
posed sites for the new hotel which is to be 
erected. One of the sites recommended 
was opposite Indian Canyon, facing south : 
one opposite Yosemite Fall, facing south ; 
one between Fisk's A rt Gallery and Leidig's 
Hotel, and one opposite Bridal Veil Full. 
HOTEL SITE SELECTED. 
The site at last selected was in the am phi­ 
theater in the upper part of the valley, op­ 
posite Glacier Wall, and within easy walk­ 
ing -distance of M irror Lake and tlie cas­ 
cades of the Merced river. 
W ork upon the hotel will be commenced 
as soon as possible. 
M achinery for tlie saw 
and planing m ill b uiitby the contractors for 
the hotel is now be put up near Gentry's, 
w ithin the lim its of the grant. 
H ere tlie 
lum ber for tlie hotel will be got out and 
finished. 
The Commissioners will also 
laxe advantage of this m ill to secure a 
large am ount of lum ber for bridge-build­ 
ing. etc. 
Already a contract lias been given 
for 20<i,000 feet, at $22 50 per M, which is a 
saving of ju st one-half, the price hitherto 
paid for lum ber being $15. 
The hotel, 
when finished, will accommodate com­ 
fortably 150 people, which means about 
3.000 per m onth, as few visitors stay more 
than a day or two in the valley. The 
building will, therefore, be am ply sufficient 
for all travel to the Yosemite for many 
years to come. 
The balance-sheet of the Commission 
showed an available sum of $10,000, in ad­ 
dition to the $40,000 for building the hotel. 
HISTORICAL NAMES. 
About fifteen years ago there was opened 
at the M etropolitan 
Saloon and Bath 
House a huge book in which visitors were 
requested to write their names and give a 
brief synopsis of their impressions of the 
valley. 
During these years the num ber of 
entries lias grown to be very large, and 
am ong the names there found are those of 
Jam es A. Garfield. U.S. Grant, the Duke of 
Sutherland, “ Bull Run ” Russell. Major- 
General H enry Green of tlie B ritish Army, 
Benjam in F. Butler. H. M. Stanly. I!. if. 
Hayes, General Sherm an, Seltut lerC olfar, 
Sam uel Bowles 
and 
m any other dis­ 
tinguished persons. 
A short lime ago a 
visitor Ait the valley appeared to be verv 
m uch interested in this book, and, in fact, 
became so enthusiastic that he cut out a 
page of it to add to his collection of curiosi­ 
ties. 
He was caught in the act. however, 
and dropped the sheet, which was found to 
contain the autograph ot Janies A. Gar­ 
field. 
This book the Commission has de­ 
term ined to purchase and perpetuate, and 
Commissioner Mills was appointed tonego- 
tiate for its purchase from the owner. 
D uring the Commission’s visit to the 
valley they learned that there had been 
found a bed of excellent clay, from which 
all the bricks needed in the construction of 
the hotel will he made.

A. P. Catlin and W . A. Anderson, coun­ 
sel for the city, tiled yesterday in the Su­ 
perior Court their answer in the last case 
of Daniel Meyer vs. Jam es N. Porter, City 
Treasurer, commenced several m onths ago, 
and brought to compel Treasurer Porter to 
transfer the surplus 
rem aining in the 
school, general, street, water works and 
Fire Departm ent funds at the end of the 
fiscal year, 1884-5, into the fund for the 
paym ent of bonds. 
The case was once 
heard upon dem urrer, wherein the dem ur­ 
rer was sustained, and plaintiff filed an 
amended petition, aud it is to this amended 
petition the answer has been tiled. The 
answer discloses that only three funds were 
named in Section 35 of the Act of 1858, 
namely’ : School, contingent and salary 
fu n d s; that under the Act of 1358 eight 
per cent, of one per cent, was apportioned 
to the school fund : and that the $29,496 84 
rem aining in the school fund at the end of 
that fiscal year was not derived from m uni­ 
cipal taxes, but that year there was re­ 
ceived from the State $19,791 SO, and from 
the county $15,919 20; 
and that the sum 
rem aining in the school fund was part of 
these sum s; 
that the water works, Fire 
Department, street and other special funds 
were created by special statutes, and formed 
no part of any funds or moneys contem ­ 
plated by Section 35 of the Act of 1558. 
The answer further sets forth that the 
Act of 1858 was repealed by the Charter of 
1863, and denies that the city of Sacra­ 
m ento ever executed or delivered the bonds 
in question ; 
and denies that the city of 
Sacramento ever became the successor of 
the city and county of Sacramento. 
It 
avers that Porter is the appointee, as Treas­ 
urer, under the Act of 1863, and that he 
receives and holds such money under the 
Act and Acts am endatory and supplem ent­ 
ary thereto, and that he cannot pay the 
same out, save only upon the order o f the 
Board of Trustees. 
The attorneys also de­ 
m ur to the petition upon questions of law.

T he E d m u n d s A nti-P olygam y D ill. 
W ashington, June 10th.—The report of 
the House Judiciary Committee on the Ed­ 
m unds anti-polygam y bill, which was pre­ 
sented to the House* to-day is a very long 
document. 
After a detailed statem ent of 
the charges m ade by the committee (al­ 
ready published), and the reasons therefor, 
the report sa y s: 
Your committee has no 
disposition to recommend any measure to 
the House which will involve the sanctity 
of any religious faith, however wrong 
in 
their opinion it may b e ; 
hut the 
distinction between overt acts resulting 
from a belief which the law m akes crim ­ 
inal, and the right of opinion and of wor­ 
shiping God according to the dictates of 
conscience, was so fully stated in the re­ 
port on the constitutional am endm ent as to 
need no repetition. 
The committee does 
not hesitate to express their dissent from 
the tw elfth section of the Senate bill, the 
effect of which would be that the conduct 
of the “corporate Church of Jesus Christ 
of Latter 
Day Saints" would be con­ 
trolled by Trustees of the church in 
conjunction 
with 
Trustees 
appointed 
by the President. This union of Trustees 
of 
the 
church 
and 
these 
of 
the 
Government cannot be distinguished from 
a union of Church and State and the law 
respecting the establishm ent of religion. 
Nor can it he other than a lim itation of the 
free exercise of religion where a m ajority 
who control in m atters of faith nud discip­ 
line are appointed by the President. This 
section w ould resemble, it it be not in fact, 
an establishm ent of the Mormon Church 
by law, to he controlled by the Govern­ 
m ent. 
The House committee recommends 
an entire dissolution of the corporation. 
This is d early public policy, if it can con­ 
stitutionally be done. 
B ut can Congress 
take away the charter ? it is asked. 
Sev­ 
eral reasons m ake it plain that it can be 
done w ithout any strained construction of 
authorities, savs the report. 
Both the 
charter of the church and the Em igration 
Fund Company were null for lack of power. 
Tlie acts confirming these charters were 
void for the same reason. 
It is a m atter 
of grave doubt w hether the organic act 
authorized the original grant of such char- 
zers as these were. 
T he Em igration Fund 
Company A ct trenches upon the power 
of Congress as to foreign emigration, and 
assumes to regulate a m atter neither dele­ 
gated to it, nor w ithin its authority. 
But 
Hot li these laws are unconstitutional, for it 
is obvious that they give preference to this 
form of religion over every other. A law 
w hich thus discrim inates in favor of one 
form of religion over another is in proper 
sense a ’* law respecting the establishm ent 
of religion.” 
Congress, which possesses all 
the original power over the Territories, has 
a right to avoid acts of its subordinate 
agencies 
and 
assert 
its 
own 
policy. 
W ith 
this 
view 
of 
the 
power 
of 
Congress, your committee recommends to 
cut ° out * bv 
the 
roots 
this 
church 
establishm ent and the Em igration Fund 
Company and its attachm ents, and to au­ 
thorize judicial proceedings, through the 
Attorney-General, for dealing with prop­ 
erty rights according to law and equity, 
lu fact, th e Em igration Fund Company is 
dependent for its being upon the church. 
Its officers are all appointed by the church 
corporation, and if the latter is dissolved, 
its parasite cannot survive. The duty of 
Congress to prevent such an institution 
being established in a young State, as a 
m eans of prom oting its growth to th at 
status at which adm ission to the I nion 
will be desirable to the country, cannot be 
doubted. 
On the section of the bill requir­ 
ing voters to take an oath to support the 
laws,the report say s: None of those who will 
do the things prescribed in the oath should 
vote, for thev are not good citizens, and 
none but those who will do these things 
should esteem the oath a hardship as a pre­ 
requisite to taking part in the affairs of the 
Governm ent which m ust conform to the 
Constitution and laws of the U nited States. 
In conclusion tlie report say s: 
W hile the 
bill as amended deals w ith public ques­ 
tions with firmness, and w ith the real pur­ 
pose of curing existing evils, it does so in 
entire consistency w ith the constitutional 
liberties of the peode, and with their free 
right to exercise their religious beliefs ac­ 
cording to their conscience, and only under 
the responsibility of each m an to the Su­ 
preme Being.
